Second  house  on  the  site;  first,  also  Keen's,  destroyed  by  fire  in  IR0I4. 
The  west  ell  of  the  house  contains  in  the  ceiling  a  large  driving  wheel, 
indicating  that  the  Keen  family  did  some  of  its  work  at  home. 

The  house  survived  a  period  of  many  years  as  an  apartment  house,  but 
since  1973  has  been  creatively  handled  as  an  historic  property,  both  inside 
and  out.  It  stands  out  among  later  houses  for  its  hipped  roof,  end  chimneys, 
and  leaded  glass  side  and  top  lights  on  the  front  door.

As  part  of  a  description  of  "Mills  and  Manufactures"  in  East  Bridgewater,  local         ) 
historian  William  Allen  says  of  the  Keens: 

In  1822,  Samuel  Keen  and  Charles  Mitchell  built  on  the  Fiat  field 
River,  a  little  distance  above  Elmwood  Bridge,  a  mill,  in  which 
for  many  years  Samuel  Keen,  Jr.,  has  manufactured  shoe  machinery, 
the  different"  kinds  of  which  have  been  his  own  invention. 

The  site  of  this  mill  is  just  north  of  the  Keen  house,  and  the  back  windows         f^ 

overlook  it.  The  rife  chine  shop  was  burned  in  186£,  but  Keen  was  still  in 

business  when  William  Allen  wrote  in  1881; •  It  deteriorated  in  the  early  1900' s. 

The  Keen  family  owned  and  lived  in  the  house  until  1876.  It  was  then  owned 

by  Mary  and  Nellie  Edson  for  66  years.  It" changed  hands  eight  times  in  thirty 

years,  until  the  Angells  bought  it  in  1973 © 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Angell  are -on  the  faculty  of  the  State  College  at  Bridgewater.

Designed  to  house  a  single  store  on  the 
ground  floor  and  meeting  hall  above,  the  use  by  1392  became  store  and  apartment,  remaining 
so  until  recently.  These  two  buildings  constitute  the  only  two  examples  of  Italianate 
style  applied  to  commercial  buildings  now  extant  in  the  town.

Built  by  Charles  H.  Goss  (see  MHC  form  for  236  Elm  S  t.)  as  the  charter  home  of 
the  Satucket  Lodge  of  Freemasons  in  1881,  this  building  within  ten  years  was  turned  to 
commercial  use.  By  1900  Irving  Horton's  Seed  Store  occupied  the  first  floor,  with  the 
family  living  above.  Edna  Whitmore  and  Gladys  Hennessey  have  childhood  memories  of  being 
taken  by  Mr.  Horton  to  gather  partridge  berries  and  of  the  dolls  and  toys  in  his  variety 
store  at  Christmastime. 

Still  rented  in  the  1940's  (owner  unknown),  the  store  was  used  for  several  years 
as  the  office  for  Tibbets  C  onstruction  C  ompany. 

In  1946,  Nathan  and  Fritzie  Cayleffe  purchased  the  building,  started  their  family 
in  the  upstairs  apartment,  and  founded  a  never-to-be-forgotten  local  institution,  the   ^'( 
East  Bridgewater  Hardware  Company.  The  hardware  store  for  the  last  forty  years  has  been 
a  gathering  place  for  do-it-yourselfers  bringing  their  little  problems  to  Mr.  Cayleffe, 
who  addresses  them  with  sincere  interest,  tapping  his  multi-faceted  craftsmanship  to 
create  custom-made  solutions  and  then,  if  one  is  lucky,  playing  the  satisfied  customer 
out  the  door  with  a  violin  solo.

The  Satucket  Lodge  of  Freemasons  had  organized  in  1881  in  the  building  next  to 
this  one,  which  the  Masons  also  built.  In  1892,  as  the  town  center  was  thriving  with 
small  businesses,  the  Masons  built  this  second  building,  moved  into  the  third  floor,  and 
rented  the  rest  of  the  space,,  One  of  the  first  tenants  was  the  East  Bridgewater 
Public  Library,  which  operated  there  from  1892  to  1897.  / 

The  Masons  continued  to  use  the  building  as  a  meeting  place,  along  with  the 
local  Grange  for  part  of  the  time,  until  in  about  1982  they  joined  with  other  lodges 
to  build  the  Tri-Town  Masonic  Temple  on  F  ranklin  Street.  At  this  time  the  building 
was  bought  by  the  Ideal  (social)  Club. 

There  have  been  many  businesses  in  the  store  front  spaces  on  the  ground  floor. 
Leonard  D.  Puffer  had  a  shoe  repair  shop  there  in  the  1930's  and  was  followed  in 
the  1940's  by  VJ.TC  Wilmot  in  the  same  business.  Charles  A.  Spinney  sold  bicycles 
there  in  the  early  1920's  and  was  succeeded  by  1928  by  Carl  Poole.  Lester  Cloudman 
operated  his  sheet  metal  shop  there  in  the  1940' s  and  50' s.  One  of  the  spaces  has 
been  a  barber  shop  since  the  early  1940's,  first  Louie's,  then  John's,  and  now 
Russell  Lindvol 1 ' s.

Shane  is  reminiscent  of  the  cape  style,  but  size  reflects  more  the  type 
of  house  elsewhere  in  the  neighborhood:  one  and  a  half  stories  with  very  small 
rooms.  All  of  these  houses  represent  a  period  in  the  town's  history  when 
the  industries  then  booming  (mid-lSOC^s)  were  bringing  a  new  work  force  into 
the  community,  many  from  other  countries  where  architectural  traditions  were 
different.  This  house,  unlike  the  others  nearby,  was  obviously  built  by  the 
family  who  were  to  live  in  it,  not  by  the  mill  owners  for  inexpensive  rent  or  sale.

The  double  gables  added  to  the  front  of  this  antique  Cape  Cod  cottage  make  it  very 
unique  to  the  West  Village  area.  Originally  constructed  as  a  center-chimney  Cape,  it  is 
set  on  a  fieldstone  rubble  foundation  (with  a  cellar)  at  the  rear  and  a  rough  cut  granite 
foundation  on  the  front  of  the  structure,  which  sits  over  a  crawl  space  (possibly  altered 
when  the  house  was  enlarged  and  the  gables  were  added).  The  attached  ell,  as  well  as  the 
barn  and  what  was  the  smith's  shop,  are  set  on  fieldstone  rubble  foundations. 

Although  the  structure  of  the  home  has  been  remodeled  over  the  years,  with  a  rear 
dormer  added  to  the  home  in  the  last  half  of  this  century,  many  of  its  original  elements 
remain  intact.  The  wide  pine  flooring  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  home.  An  unusually 
carved  newel  post  remains  at  the  base  of  the  stairs  on  the  east  side  of  the  home.  The 
moldings  in  the  home  are  simple,  and  the  walls  are  of  horsehair  plaster  over  cut  lath.  The 
center  chimney,  covered  over  at  some  time,  was  discovered  by  the  present  owners  while 
renovating  the  dining  room.   It  had  been  constructed  of  ballast-type  bricks,  measuring 
7"  X  3"  X  IV'. 

The  entire  structure  is  of  post  and  beam  construction,  and  the  current  owners  have 
replicated  the  old  beams  in  the  renovating  process,  maintaining  the  home's  historical 
integrity  and  building  style.

In  1745,  just  prior  to  his  marriage  to  Anne  Turner,  Joseph  Keith  III  (great-grandson 
of  Bridgewater ■ s  first  Minister,  Reverend  James  Keith)  built  his  Cape  Cottage  home  on  the 
southeasterly  side  of  his  father's- homestead.  A  blacksmith  by  trade,  the  barn  and  attached 
f  Smith's  shop  were  connected  to  the  house  by  an  ell.  On  June  1,  1749,  Joseph  Keith  is  deeded 
the  land  upon  which  he  built  his  home  "for  parental  love  and  affection"  by  his  father,  Joseph. 
Two  sons  were  born  to  Joseph  and  Anne  Keith,  but  sadly  both  died  in  infancy  before  1751. 

During  England's  conflicts  with  the  French  in  1755,  Joseph  Keith  III  served  the 
colonial  army,  attaining  the  rank  of  Captain,  a  title  which  is  used  until  his  death,  probably 
to  also  aid  in  distinguishing  him  from  his  father. 

On  March  1,  1762,  Captain  Joseph  Keith  sells  this  home  and  its  land  to  his  younger 
brother,  David  Keith.  David,  who  just  two  years  earlier  had  purchased  most  of  their  father's 
homestead  after  their  mother  had  died,  had  also  (along  with  youngest  brother  George)  built 
America's  first  iron  rolling  and  slitting  mill  just  south  of  this  particular  homestead  house. 
David  and  his  family  live  in  this  home  for  a  short  while,  then  it  is  rented  to  brother  George 
for  some  years  until  David  gives  the  home  to  his  eldest  son,  David  Keith,  Jr.  in  1777. 
When  young  David  dies  in  1778,  the  home  still  remains  in  the  family,  with  David  Sr.  as  the 
owner  of  record  until  1785.

are  horizontally  placed,  but  this  would  probably  be  a  result  of  the  amount  of  alterations 
done  to  the  roof  line  since  its  original  construction. 

The  split  logs  used  as  framing  members  for  the  home  are  covered  with  horizontal 
exterior  sheathing  of  wide  boards.  Although  cedar  shingles  now  cover  the  exterior  of  the 
structure,  the  original  clapboarding  remains  underneath.  Some  of  the  original  exterior 
window  frames  remain  intact. 

The  outbuildings  on  the  property  connect  to  the  west  side  of  the  house,  but  have  been 
sadly  neglected  over  time.  Original  windows  do  remain  intact  in  both  the  barn  and  the 
smith's  shop.  The  most  interesting  of  these  being  two  tiny  windows  in  the  North  wall  of 
the  shop. 
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HISTORICAL  NARRATIVE  (Continued) 

In  an  unusual  number  of  deeds  in  the  year  1785,  David  Keith  transfers  the  entire  Keith 
family  homestead  "and  all  the  buildings  thereon"  to  his  eldest  son,  Levi.  In  these  deeds, 
David  duly  mentions  the  fact  that  Levi  resides  in  the  "old  house  he  is  improving"  (currently 
480  North  Central  Street)  and  second  son  Zenas  (b.  1766)  has  possession  of  the  dwelling  house 
"northerly  of  the  Slitting  Mill  road".  It  should  be  noted  that  David  Keith  built  a  large 
home  (currently  492  North  Central  Street)  in  1785,  after  his  second  marriage  to  Charity 
Kingman  Brett,  and  had  two  more  sons.  Abruptly,  in  November  of  1791,  Levi  Keith  returns  all 
those  properties  and  buildings  back  to  the  possession  of  David  Keith.  It  is  possible  that 
these  transactions  were  prompted  by  a  pending  lawsuit  against  David's  younger  brother  John 
Keith,  whom  David  had  involved  in  his  business  dealings.   (John  Keith's  property  was  seized 
in  1790  and  given  to  the  Plaintiff  in  the  case.  Prior  to  the  seizure,  however,  David  Keith 
had  paid  John  to  disclaim  any  inheritance  from  their  father,  Joseph  Keith.)  It  could  be 
surmised  that  these  transactions  were  completed  to  protect  the  family's  homestead. 

In  August  of  1793,  David  Keith  once  again  splits  the  homestead.  The  easterly  half, 
partially  bounded  by  the  northerly  end  of  the  Slitting  Mill  road  (presently  Ellis  Lane),  is 
deeded  jointly  to  Levi  and  Zenas.  The  westerly  half,  including  the  large  house,  David  will 
deed  to  his  two  youngest  sons,  David,  Jr.  and  Calvin.  Additionally,  David  deeds  his  two 
^Ldest  sons  a  "one-quarter  share"  each  in  the  Keith  mill,  retaining  one-half  for  himself. 
^x>n  David  Keith's  death  in  1812,  that  one-half  share  in  the  slitting  mill  is  divided  between 
sons  David,  Jr.  and  Calvin.  However,  as  hard  times  hit  the  two  youngest  of  David's  sons, 
and  the  westerly  half  of  the  homestead  went  to  auction,  it  was  actually  Levi  and  Zenas  who 
purchased  the  auctioned  property,  resulting  in  their  complete  ownership  of  what  had  been  their 
father's  and  grandfather's  homestead. 

It  is  not  until  the  death  of  Charity  Keith,  David's  second  wife,  that  Levi  and  Zenas 
split  the  homestead  between  themselves.  A  line  was  drawn  directly  through  the  center  (north- 
south),  resulting  in  Levi's  possession  of  the  westerly  half,  and  Zenas'  possession  of  the 
easterly,  including  this  home. 

Zenas  Keith  had  married  Jane  Cary  (the  daughter  of  Ephraim  Cary)  in  1792,  and  the  couple 
raised  eight  children  in  this  home:  Zenas,  Jr.,  Scott,  Willard,  Jane,  Margaret  Orr,  Mary 
Augusta,  Ann  Maria  and  Susan  Frances.  Forming  a  corporation  as  Zenas  Keith  and  Sons,  they 
worked  along  with  Levi  Keith  and  Sons  to  purchase  many  of  the  local  manufacturing  plants  and 
mills  to  create  an  enormous  conglamorate .  Their  holdings  as  a  family  included  not  only  David's 
Rolling  and  Slitting  Mill  (the  first  in  America),  but  also  a  nail  works,  several  mills,  and 
ultimately  the  Orr  Works. 

In  1827,  Zenas  deeds  all  his  property  and  business  holdings  to  his  three  sons  in  exchange 
for  the  care  of  both  himself  and  his  wife  until  their  deaths.  Later  that  year,  Zenas,  Jr.  and 
Scott  deed  this  home  to  Willard  Keith.  The  two  eldest  sons  built  homes  along  North  Central 

Street . 

This  home  remains  in  the  possession  of  the  Keith  family  until  July  8,  1885,  when  Eliza 
Keith,  the  widow  of  Willard,  sells  the  house  and  five  acres  of  land  to  Florence  Churchill,  an 
heir  of  Dr.  Harris.  Despite  the  1848  East  Bridgewater  map  indicating  that  Mr.  Ripley  was 
residing  in  this  home,  land  records  indicate  that  he  did  hold  a  mortgage  on  the  house  at  that 
i-ime.  Census  records  for  this  period  indicate  that  the  Keiths  are  still  residing  in  the  home. 

The  house  has  passed  through  several  owners  since  it  has  left  the  possession  of  the 
Keiths.

An  1863  deed  cites  title  back  to  Richard  Thayer,     The  Thayer s  farmed  many  acres 
which  straddled  the  East  and  West  Bridgewater  lines.     Richard  Sr.  lived  in  West 
Bridgewater  and,  as  of  1879,  so  did  his  older  son,  Earl.     Until  1838,  Richard,  Sr. 
was. {assessed  for  a  house  in  East  Bridgewater  which  was  "put  to  Earl"  that  year. 
The  same  year  Richard,  Sr.  conveyed  his  WB  home  to  the  younger  son,  Richard,  Jr., 
who  until  then  had  voted,  but  not  owned  a  house  in  East  Bridgewater $  the  next 
year  Richard,  Jr.  appeared  on  the  tax  records  as  a  non-resident  (of  EB).     Earl 
was  never  taxed  for  a  house  in  EB,  but  William  Hathaway,  who  until  1838  was 
taxed  only  for  a  vote,  in  1839  began  being  assessed  for  a  house  with  the  same 
amount  of  land  that  had  been  deducted  from  the  land  conveyed  tofirfi  by  Richard,  Sr. 

The  deed  is  missing,  but  everything  else  points  to  the  fact  that  either  Richard,  Sr< 
sold  directly  to  Hathaway  in  1838,  or  he  conveyed  it  to  Earl  (that  deed  also 
missing)  who  immediately  sold  it  to  Hathaway. 

Who  lived  in  the  house  from  1829  or  before  until  1838?     Probably  young  Richard.
